In Pftris^ he frequented the Club de 
Valois (now no roore)^ at the head of 
which was the late infamous Due d'Or- 
leans^ with whom he became acquaint^ 
ed, and^ through English interest, got ^ 
elected a member of the club.

A par 
cific general, a fallen star. Sir William 

W , who, from his taste for flying 

kites and paper money y went by the 

nick-name of Bill W- , a eeremo- 

nious gentleman, ex-piests, ex-authors^ 
libellers, and money scriveners, uncerti- 
ficated bankrupts, the Newmarket steed 
butcher, bigamists, and polygamists^ 
ewindlersj ami; travelUng companions^ 
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filled op the list of the company^ To 
which might be added^ servants out of 
place^ and petty tradespeople's children 
imported for the purpose of learning; 
French and other accomplishments, and 
of aping their customers and betters. 

This gloomy Ust brought many a re-^ 
flection to my mind. What is the 
cause of the degradation of the na-- 
tional character abroad l said I- to my- 
self^ after my communicative friend had 
left me. Why these wretched misre* 
presentatives of pur country? Why 
are we held in contempt by these our 
^Uea. enemies? Because^ by ourpro- 
fligacy we incur debts; by our debts 
we are forcedv to emigrate; by our 
emijgratioa we abandon our profession 
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and the sources of our income : — ^by 
wanting resources, we grow dishonest; 
and many who fled from a prison at 
home, plunge themselves into a dun- 
geon abroad. What impoverishes our 
native land ? Pride and extravagance 
The tinker, the tailor, the mercer^ the 
carver and gilder, even low mechanics, 
and handicrafts ;if their trade be but 
successful) must have wine after din- 
ner, all the delicacies in season, a 
horse to ride, and a tilbury for their 
gaudy wives. These again must have 
pelisses and ridlcuhs, feathers and 
silk dresses, town houses and country 
houses; and Miss must fatigue the 
piano, or teize the guitar, or torture 
the pedal harp^ learn to waltz forsooth, 
and assail your ears v?ith bannonious 
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screams^ dying gulphs, and murdered 
Italian, 'if hey must frequent places of 
public amusement^ read novels^ and 
vitiate their minds, tiD by habits of 
luxury^ they learn to despise the trade 
that furnished these improprieties, look 
above themselves, and if they cannot 
marry in a higher class, by the aid of 
the fraudulent bankruptcy which pro- 
vided for wife and children, they fall a 
victim to some dangerous connection>^ 
and terminate their miserable lives in a 
brothel or a parish workhouse. 

These reflections weighed so heavy 
upon me, that I called for my third 
bottle to chase away the distress which 
I felt for the sufferings of my country. 
Tasting the first two or three glasses^ 
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I thought of a lawyer who was a charity 
boy, and used to sweep a shop; he 
now has his barouche and four, two 
footmen waiting at his table, which 
groans under a profusion of luxurious 
fare.

needle or spinning-wheel into their 
daughter's hands, in place of the ha,rp, 
the harpsicord, and guitar, what money 
might go into the pockets of the poor, 
and what prosperous wealth might be 
treasured up for future generations. 
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Then^ continued I, proceeding deep- 
ly in my last bottle — how ill off are 
the amiable^ and suffering poor gen- 
tlemen's daughters! ruined by t^eir 
parents extravagance^ or so narrowed 
by their scanty pittance^ that they are 
scarcely able to vegetate; outdone in 
dress and appearance by every trades- 
man's minx; degraded into milliners 
and mantua-^makers, governesses^ and 
dependants ; or^ perhaps in the siraw, 
or the child bed warehauselme, or some 
worse calling — Alas! what beauteous 
victims do we see in every street! Here 
a tear came into my eye. And then 
again^ how does intemperance ruin al) 
classes ! Just about the close of this 
reflection^ I drained my third bottle^

It would make a pretty article in a 
novel, to 8tete that I could not closfe 
my «ye«, and that the figure of my ina^ 
mdrata was swimming before me dur* 
ing the whole of my disturbed night i 
but^ as truth is my object, and as I do 
not mean to spare myself any more 
than my neighbour, X miist candidly 
confess, that I slept the most profound 
sleep I almost ever remember, and 
awakened only a few seconds before 
noon.

Murphy did not understand 
one word of this; but he Hftdl been 
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sUent a long time^ and could stand ft 
no: longer. Silence and solitnde are 
severe punishments to the sons of Erin.

joining a bridle^ or knocking some part 
iSt the macbinerjT with a stone picked 
lip from the road. The progress of 
ibe traveifor does ii#t stop while theie 
wpeir9 are making. 

* Tbei«b^ lAanagement of the dilU 
geiice belengi to the conductor; who 
pays fhepcpsiaiions^ regelates all disputes 
iK^etting precedence among the pas«^ 
iengers^ orders di^ner^ and sits down 
with the company as perpetual presi* 
dent ; be talked very glibly^ smoking 
his pipe all the time with an easy sort 
#f famitiar impudence which would not 
be tolerated in England ; he^ faowef«r, 
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feefar tfie dtgniiy cf office, aM neewm to 
earc very little for the opinion'of bis 
pasieDgera* 

Notwhhslanding alt dKtadvftirtag^^ 
thej imnage by diivt of whipcratkinif; 
t6 ttarr^l ttt tlie rale ef five milea ait 
hour ; the roads are exeeedingly gooi 
tiMfoaghoDt, aird between Caiats ami 
Paris ther« is scarcely any thing whip^ 
ean be cafled a . hiH ; yet at every htlle 
rmng ground whkh would not impede 
tSie gallop of an' Etigh'^h coach » (iM 
Preach postillion afio^s hf« borsecr to 
clfiwi ad iibitunt. I mafy as well nieii« i 
tton-, in thh fi^ce, ^atc^ such oceau 
aiofis, I hate always got out and^watk^d 
ttfi, cenversiRg with the coatitry ^opl^ 
wfifo'.w^rt&j^idg along the roa^i and 

/ 
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who seemed much pleased with the ebm^ 
plimeiit^ and halve been surprised at the 
vivacity and intelligence of their conver- 
sation^ and especially at the air of mild* 
Bess and '' ban. hommie^'* which made me 
feel at home amongst them. Judging 
fnmivwhat would have been the^tate 
of mind of the English peasantry^ if 
an enemy were in possession of the 
«oantry^ I was prepared to expect 
rudeness and brutality/ and to make 
allowance fdr it. On the contrary, 
4heir whole conversation was friendly 
and civil ; they made terrible complaints 
<^ the Prussians^ and vowed '^ horri- 
ble vengeance/^ but it is now too latej 
they must '' eat the leek/' They spdse 
of the English as having behaved uni- 
formly we 1, and there was every ap-

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but they said the Belgians had behaved 
stili worse than the Prussians. 

. The country from Calais to Paris is 
in the highest state of cultivation ; I have 
scarcely ever seen, a dock^ thistle, or net:^ 
tie in the wKole journey : but it is all 
open J no hedges or apparent enclosures ; 
no trees, except a row on each side of 
the road, nearly the whole distance; 
tiiere are no plantations fpr ornament, 
no gentlemen's seats, no farm-houses» 
and no cattle; so that the country^ 
although, very fruitful, ha9 a barren and 
rather dreary appearance. The vil- 
lages are chiefly composed of hovels^ 
consisting of only one room, or two 
at most, very low, generally built^of 
mud, thatched^ and whitewashed^ with 
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scarcely 6ne better bouse in tbevt^faole 
precinct. The drtly respectable habi- 
tations are iti the large towns^ i/vhich 
lie at considerable distances. There is 
no such class d^ the English farmer^ ; 
but the ground ia almost invariably 
cultivated by niert tvho hav6 one, ivtOj^ 
or three acres each. The contrast 
between tfie fertile arid highly culti- 
vated state of their little plots of earth, 
And (heif own apparent miser^^ and 
poverty h tery striking, and produced 
a very disagreeable' impression on thi! 
^inind. There mtist be some radical 
error in the present fiftructure of society 
here to account for it. 

W^i*e «fte d^ttg«nce was y<t rfandiit^ 
at fbe door, tbe passengers atte wx^ 
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tioyed by a legion of mendicants, who 
had almost the appearance of a legion 
of devils. To the English part of the 
passengers, they addressed themselves 
in particular, and some of them had 
(he impudence to say, one sol John 
Bull; spik English; and an abun- 
dance of similar trash, whilst all joitied 
in laughing at out peculiarities.

— Perhaps I wds to 
be surrounded^ and assassinated,— In 
fine, I had worked myself into a fever> 
when an elegant voiture drew up^ an^ 
out stepped Adelle^ outdoing in ap- 
pearance every thing ^t had ever 
done. Interesting as this crisis is, I 
positively cannot resist the opportunity 
to describe the costume of these Pari-*

The dress of the females in the 
streets of Paris is not at attearicafcured^ 
in the folkming description. Akuop^ 
on two lc|;8» teems tumbling fowardt 
you under a hat like a snuff*box> with a

double clapper. Under the poke^ attd 
the snuff-box, the face sometimes en- 
tirely disappears: the poet would in 
\tain look far tlie \vaist> which he so 
well described, as '* Fine by degrees, 
and beautifully less/' It is tied up 
wnder the arms, perfectly hurfg ta 
drapery ; and the man whd wbiild 
repose his grie6, as formerly^ pa the 
bosom that was dearest to hitOj musC 
first ask permission of the chin* 

Such b the modern female dresit of 
Prance, in the worst degree of it» 
deformity* Its origin is ciitioit,. A 
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yoong and modcEt looking mademoii- 
selle, one of their favorite actresses, 
who has five or six children by five oiE 
six. fathers^ appeared one evening ob. 
the stage in a Chiijes* part, and of 
course in,, the Chinese costume. The. 
hdy is pretty, her appearance wqs, 
^ncifal, "and above all it was new,, 
The belles of Paris were all in the. 
course of tlje week m^amorpho^e^ 
iftto Qiinese women ; and straightway, 
according to, the usual «U8totn of theic 
country, forgot that they ever had been, 
any thing else, and lost all tolerance " 
for tbose who continued; tq be any, 
thing else. A freak of the rooming, 
suggested by the theatrical exhibition 
of the evening, instantly became ^ 
atandard by which to judge of the rest, 
of the world. 
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Hiis is in the general style of their 
conduct.—'' Mon Dieu^ quelle figure !'* 
I have heard them exclaim^ from under 
tfie. cohceahnent of their head dresses^ 
tfi^ titey ambkd along'^ directing their 
exclamation a^inst a charming Eng^ 
lisfawoman^ walking past them with^ a 
iyahic sinipKcity of gait, and graceftil 
adaptation of her attires to her form. 
Bdt'gdod' example is not without its 
^fletts ^ cven^ in Paris; The French 
ladies wei^ gradiially decreasing the 
extravagance of their attire, and amend- 
ia^ltb deformities. The English ladies 
who visated them, and, who, with a.^ 
pwper national spirit, preserved roost 
obstinatefy, their full, frank, open air 
and drcssi i prcsehted such a contrast*

clown, pronounced his decided opinion > 
that if the ladies of his court were 
reasonable creatures, they would all 
diress their heads after the manner of 
u6 
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die Imndsoiiie Englishwomen. Thi9 
ipeech^ putting the a(&ir on the basif 
of reason^ could not but touch the 
female philosophers of Versailles to the 
quick. They sat up all nig^ht^ that 
their women might lower their cor- 
nettes; and next morning appeared 
at mass with their heads on a reduced 
establishment. The French account 
of this important occurrence, describes 
with much drojjery, the assumed looks 
of gravity which the ladies put on 
under this metamorphosis; while, in 
truth, they were smothering the feel- 
ings of laughter and shame, excited 
by a consciousness of looking for all 
the world like I don't know what. 
Lewis, however, intimated his warm

The migration of tbis peer toPmnce, 
iiaf not a more advantageous effect for 
the* honour «f hi» country, Wander- 
t 2 
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ing and embarrassed nobles, moping 
about on the continent, give no very 
elevated idea of the soil to which they 
belong ; they resemble the altered and 
enervated descendants of mountain 
chiefs^ who have nothing of the moun- 
tain about them but the mist by which 
its summit is often obscured.

The 
rigid nmn places the respectability of a 
"Woman in her chastity^ or in bear fide~ 
lity to her husband. The libertine 
willingly honours with the name of te- 
fipectable women, sdl those who deliver 
themselves np to him without any in^ 
terested motive. The modern gtentle- 
man^ wIk) is geo^aQy i^»dulg;e«it, would 
take a «iedtiKO ; he would grant thti 
l^Ue io her who knowa how to conquer 
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herself, and to her who conceals from 
every observer a weakness, into which 
her heart alone, as he terms it, has 
dragged her; but, at Paris, according 
to the most general definition, a re- 
spectable woman is a woman whose 
weaknesses Hymen covers ; and if she 
adds to the title of wife, that of a rich 
woman, no one can contend but that 
she is the most respectable person in 
the world. 

' It is not thought an insalt in Paris, 
if a man, sitting dow« by a married 
lady, immediately commences making 
love to her. His language is divested 
ot* all unnecessary explicrtness ; but it 
has a sufficiently paipahie tendency to 
the last favour a woman can grant. It 
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U, in fact^ ahaost a mere matter of 
course to address a French married 
lady in those terms af gallantry^ which, 
in England, are emplt)yed to females 
whose persons are marketable.

gatioii, not necetsafily ifid«Mfed in the 
original «n^ageaieiit. Accordingly, 
aft^r marriage^ tfae wife^ y^^ng^ and 
nntftstruetcd in morala'and dalies^ ts 
at onee emancipated from a state of 
eeveie reitraint^ and plunged into one 
of liceniioufl iibei^ and umialural 
powar ; of which a few of the features 
*re^ a luxurions hoadoir, fall of coaches 
iufid statues^— separate bed-room^ — a 
loiftt in every victor — and those cn^ 
4kims of society^ which are opposed 
to ddicacy, modesty^ and geniii«e re- 
serve* 

The chief emMeni and representa* 
tion of tliis condition of married wo- 
men^ is the boudoir. It is a temple of 
sepairation and luxury^ It belongs to 
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the wife exdusivdj ; ttve husband htan 
ncitber property in k nor power over 
H« If she were ssspected of having a 
lover concealed within its mysteriom 
enclosure^ that enclosure^ nevertheless, 
must not be violated. What I mean 
is^thaLt stich 18 the rule of good man- 
ners ia Fiiance^ aiid the man who dis- 
regards it is esteemed a brute^ — an 
iibjiecfc of the general dislike and disgmt 
of both sexes. The nursery for the 
cbildreii!^ in the houses of &miiies at 
twk, eoatmry to the custom in Eng^ 
lafld> is neglected^ and crammed into 
some inconvenient corner;^ hmt ilm 
boudoir for the mother, is rich in 
couches, in statues, in paintings^ and 
in flowers* It is a retreat where 
.1.4 
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Venus might be happy to recline, and 
is, in every respect, calculated to in- 
spire the sentiments which belong to 
the devotion in which that zoneless 
goddess delights. 

We must distinguish the respectable 
women, of whom we have been speaks 
ing, from other women who enjoy the 
same title in all its plenitude; but 
whom I, who am scrupulous respecting 
honour, shall only call half-respectable.

French women make the same accusa- 
tion against English women^ that Swift 
alludes to^ where he says, '' A delicate 
man is a man of indelicate ideas ;*' and 
they say, that an English woman's 
imaginaiton must be extremely turbid 
if she cannot talk before men of her 
*' chemise^'' and of '' going into the 
bath/' without blushing. I do not know 
which is the best system of defence to 
adopt for my fair countrywomen^ and 
I wilt not do mischief by injudicioua 
zeal in their cause.
